No.  1,  POLICY. 

When  Jepan  completely  occupies  the  southern  regions  Belonging  to  the 
United  States,  Groat  Britain,  and  the  Netherlands  as  a  result  o'  the  present 
Great  East  Asia  War,  Japan  rill  be  in  a  position  to  decide  all  matters 
concerning  the  type  of  sovereignty,  politics,  culture,  and  economy  for  these 
regions  according  to  her  own  desire.  However,  as  it  is  seen  in  the  Im¬ 
perial  Prcclamrtion  of  the  Declaration  of  War,  the  aspirations  of  the 
present  war  are  to  expel  the  Anglo -.‘meric an  domination  in  the  Orient  in 
order  to  ensure  Japan's  existence,  and  also  to  estaolish  the  Creator 
Asiatic  Cc-prosperity  Sphere  in  order  to  secure  the  stability  of  East 
Asia  so  that  it  may  contribute  to  the  peace  of  the  world.  Therefore,  the 
remedial  measures  touching  these  regions  should  be  conducted  entirely  in 
accordance  with  the  purport  of  tho  Rescript.
